N D now having mentioned ſomthing concerning Chriſt, 

A and concerning the Wot d, and. che Seriptures, and the Goſ- 
pel, Cc. There is fomwhat in my heart remaining concerning 
the body of Chriſt; about which great contentions, Opinions and 


debites ha ve been amongſt them, whoſe eyes are not in their bead, 
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but at the ends of the earth. Firſt, I beleive(and we beleive)thae 
Chriſt had a body, and came and preached, and ſuffered, and dy- 
ed, and roſe, and aſcended, and fitteth at Gods right hand, Cc. 

According to the Scriptures; but yet ſome are ſaying to us ( with 

a lying Spirit) You deny the Reſurrection, and the body of Chriſt, 
&c,, To which( for the fimple-ſake according to the Scriptures of 

truth) I ſhall anſwer: - 

As for Chriſt, I do beleive in my heart infallibly, that he had a 
body prepared bim to do the will of God, and that he ſuffered the 
contradictions of ſinners in the days of his fleſh, and was crucified 
by wicked men, great profeſſors,cbief priefts, rulers , Souldiers , 
and elders; and was laidin the grave, and roſe again according 
to the Scriptures, and did aſcend over all the principalities and 
powers of the darkneſs of this world, and now ſitteth at the right 
hand of God, &c, And I do alſo beleive, that he hath yet a body 
which was prepared, and is yet preparing to do Gods will, in earth 
as it is in heaven, ec, But me thinks I hear ſome ſay ( in their 
reaſonings and imaginations) What body hath be ? and 
where is it ? ſeeing it is ſayd, he is at che right hand of 
God; this I ſhall anſwer with his own words, which he fpake 
here on earth, viz, No man' aſcended up into heaven 
but he that came down from heaven, the Son of man which 
is in heaven; he that hath an ear to bear, let him hear, and take 
notice, what body that was which came down from heaven, when

his coming: but indeed it is but a clond thar bath received bim 
out of the fight of the gazers but ſaith the Lordi to his children) 
I have blotted out your iniquities like a thick cload, and to the 
people, your fins have feparated between me and you, and have 
with held good things from you, And indeed this hath hid both 
his body and face from you; for the kingdom of heaven, and the 
Lord from he aven comes not with outward obſer vation, but the 
kingdom is within,and the Lord from heaven is that quickning 
ſpirit which quickens them that have been dead in the fins, & the 

treſpaſſes (the cloud: of ſeparation, ) that they might live unto 
God, and behold the beauty of the Lord in his temple; which 

temple they are in whom he dwells, and in whom he walks, and 
he is their God,and they are bis people; and the day being come, 
and the Sun riſen, the elouds and che ſhadows are fled away; but 
they who live in iniquicy are dead unto God, whoſe God he is 
not, the cloud is fit} bet ween, that they can neither fee darkly as 
in a glaſe, nor face to face, but are in darkneſe,clouds & blindnefs 
even until now. 

But if the inquiſicive mind be not yet anſwered, but art ſtill 
faying as they did in the Apoſtles days concerning the Reſurre- 
QionHow doth the dead riſe? and with what body do they come? 
I moſt anſwer unto thee as he did, Thou fool, that which thou ſow- 
eſt is not that body that ſhall be, Sc. But the Lord givech every 
ſeed it's own body as it pleaſed him; It is fown A natural body, 
but ic is raiſed a Sprricualljbody; It is fown in weakneſs, but it is 
raiſed in power, a Spiritual body, raiſed in pamer; now canft thou 
tell whac body this is , But if thou underſtand it not, thou haſt 
lictle or no knowledge of the myſteries of God, I ſpeak to the 
ſhame of that inquiſitive mind, that would know theſe 
things which are hid in Gods treaſury, and yet will not 
come to the door, nor the keys Chat gives the un 
derſtanding.

detſtanding of them ; without. 2 no man ean enter this 
Kingdom ( which is prepared for that birth co which only it be 
longs) for uo man knoweth che things of God, but by the Spi- 
rit of God, which ſearcheth all things, yea, the deep thiugs of 
God, which are ſpiritually diſcerned:So that unleſs you come 
cothe Light and Spirit of God ( the door ) that reproves the 
World for fin, and lats you ſee the evil of your wayes , and o- 
bey it, enduringthe croſs, and bear the condemnation and in 
dignation, becanſe you have ſinned againſt the Lord, and turn 
at his reproofs, that he might powr forth his Spirit upon you, 
and make his words and ſecrets known unto you, 1 ſay, unleſs 
you enter in this way at Gods Light and Spirit that ſhines in 
your hearts, yon ſhal never eighely know,underftand,or enjoy 
any of theſe things(of Gods Kingdom) before mentioned, it's, 
an infallible word of Trath from God unro you all. For they 
are hid perpetually from the out-birth of the wiſdom of this 
World, and revealed onely to the Babes in the inward ſpirĩtunl 
ground in Chriſt Jeſus, who is ſtill a myſtery hid to the profeſ- 
ſors,Scribes and Phariſces,rulers,elders,and hypocrites, as wel 
in this age, as in the ages paſt, who then were faying among 
themſelves ( notvithſtandiag his mighty works which were 
done among them) is nor this the Carpenters Son, whoſe Fa- 
ther and Mother we knew, and are not his brethren and fiſt- 
ers among us;8c, Undervaluing and contemning his low and 
mean eppearance(who wasin the forme ofa ſervanc)and theſe 
did love to be called of men Mafter,and greetings in the mar · 
ket, and uper maſt Rooms ar Feaſts, and to go in long robes 
and tend praying in the chief or higheſt places in the Syna- 
gogues, and were the blind Phariſees to whom the woe belong · 
ed, as at this day it doch to them who in the ſame ſpirit are 
contemning the low appearance and manifeſtation of the Son 
of God, ſaying, Is not tis you . or declare of) which 
people muft believe in natural Light, even this which checks 
and reproves us for fin? Have we not had this alwayes wich us 
from our child- hood? and do not we kuo its father and mo» 
her ? Is it not ſome of the remainders that was left in Adam 
after he fell, to reſtrain him and his children from groſs evil 
&e, And is it at beſt any other then — and not 
ſaving? or but natural conſetence,and the like ? this hath been

down and took up without the gates of Feruſalem; [this I grant 
was a perſonal eomming,or the Godhead dwelt in that perſon 
bodily, this we conclude was his firſt commiug to be manifeſt in 
theſe days;and we beleive all the things that are written of him 
to be really true; and that whatſoever he did or ſaid muſt be 

ful filled, &c. ; 3 | 
But now this being his firſt comming, he tels his diſciples. 
while he was y et with them, that be. muſt go. away, and that 
it was expedient that he ſhould go away, or ele (ſaid he) the 
Comforter will not eome, the vyhich if I go avvay I ſhall ſend 
unto you, even the Spirit of truth, vvhich (hall abide Th, you 
f for

for ever,&c, Yet notvvit &. g ſorrovv had filled their 
hearts, though he tell ihem he vvould come again unco them, 
und their heart ſhould rejoyce, and their joy no man ſhould 
take from chem; This vvas his promiſc to his diſciples, yvhile 
he vvas yet perſonally yvith chem, and to comfort and 
Krengthen yet more, he told them, that he that vvas vvich them 
thould be in them, &c. 

For they loved his perſon for the ſake of the frame & quality 
of the ſpirit that dvveſt in himʒ or elſe vvhat vvas his: perſonſ be- 
ing mean and eontemti ble) to them, more then another perſon, 
bat for that vvhich dvvells in him they loved him; let none 
miſtake, I do not ſlight it, nor the perſon of any of his bret hren, 

or children, as they are prepared to do the vvill of their Fa- 
ther; but 1 do knoyv in Gods Counſel that it was even ſo, as it 
hath been alſo in theſe days among vvhom God the Father of 

: mercies bath as it were deprived ſome of bis diſciples of the perſo- 
nal preſence of ſome of his dear ſons & fervants',which-may be to 
this end, that the ſame Spirit and Life might be felt, poſſeſſed lived 
in, & en, oyed in themielys,in their own particulars, in which onely 
their eternal well being conſiſteth, 

Aud ſohe taught them to pray, Our Father & e. Not to lock 
at his perſon, and pray to him as a perſon without them, but bid 
them pray to their Father which leech in ſectet, who would re- 
ward them openly; and he that ſeethin ſeeret, ſearcheth the heart, 
& ttĩeth the rein:: & he bid them pray, thy Kingdom come, & the 
Kingdom of Heaven is within, and the beart and reins 
and the ſearcher of them is within; And he bid them wait at 
—. till they were endued with power from on high; & the 

ingdom of God conſileth in power, &c, So they waited for 
his comming und Kingdom in their days after his bodily 
departure from them, and alſo came to enjoy what 
they waited for, and to receive the promiſe of the Father, which 
was fulfilled'unto them, and in them, For ſaith the Apoſtle, we 
wait for his Son from heaven; this was after he had ſuffered and 
war departed from them, and at length ſayd, the Son of God is 
come, and hath given us an underſtanding that we know him 
that is true, and are in him that is true, this is the true God and 
erernall Liſe, and chi» Life is in his Son; And then again ſpake 
on tin wiſe, Wee have received a Kingdom which cannot be mo-

c. When they receive the Kingdom vvhich could not be moved: 
vvhich Kingdom Chrifl tels them was vvithin, ſo cles they received 
& vvit neſſed, which was the ſecond time unto ſalvation from fin, 
who never mentioned (Cas everT read) of a perſonal coming and 
reign the third time, or of a third coming in a ſingle perſonal ape 
pearance,as hath been imagined by many, who know rot the wait- 
ing to be endued with power from on high, hut a canning in their 


oy vn vvils and times, and vvill · vvorſhips, and feigned bumilicies, - 


vrhich is not at all accepted vvith God, vvhile that birth is not 
being, nor that body prepared, vvhich only can do his vvill 
a cceptably. But this we have read, ol the pourings forth of the

Sons and daughters fhon!d propheſie, (which is come to paſs)and
